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In the claims: 

1 . (currently amended) Apparatus for ascertaining a dynamic attribute of a system 
comprising: 

ajrocessor operable to: 

select l ogic for selecting a variable, the value of which is related to the 
dynamic attribute to be ascertained; 

ascertain l ogic for ascertaining the standard deviation around the true mean 

of the variable; 

choose l ogic for choosing an allowable range for the true mean; 
choose l ogic for chooomg a confidence interval; 

calculate l ogic for calcH fa&ag the number Ni of samples of the variable that 
need to be taken so that the confidence interval of the calculated variable is less than the 
allowable range; 

set logic for setting a sliding window to collect Ni samples of the variable 
as a short term average; 

calculate l ogic for calculating the number N 2 of samples of the variable that 
need to be taken to minimize the confidence interval of the calculated variable to a pre- 
determined amount; 

collect l ogic for collecting at least N2 samples of the variable as a long term 

average; 

calculate l oric for calculating the absolute difference between the long term 
average and the short term average;
